Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a method of registering ownership transfer, classified in 
class 705, subclass 59. 

II. Claims 12-16, drawn to a method of providing a product-integral transaction 
receipt, classified in class 705, subclass 50. 

III. Claims 17-22, drawn a system for establishing a secure electronic receipt for a 
product, classified in class 705, subclass 51. 

IV. Claims 23 and 24, drawn to a computer program product for providing an 
auditable trail of product transfers, classified in class 705, subclass 64. 

V. Claims 25-29, drawn to a method of providing a transfer agent service, classified 
in class 705, subclass 53. 



The inventions are distinct, each fi"om the other because of the following reasons: 
2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of registering ownership transfer of Group I is not required for the a 
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method of providing a product-integral transaction of Group 11. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as permanently recording the cryptographic signature, along with at least a 
portion of the fields, on the product 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group III. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as means for securely revising the product-integral ownership record to 
reflect a new owner of the product, pursuant to a transfer of the product, only upon ensuing that a 
purported transferor in the transfer is the current owner. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group IV. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as recording the cryptographic signature, the globally-unique identifier, and 
zero or more of the values in a product-integral ownership repository on the particular product. 
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5. Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the jparticulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required in Group V. The subcombination has 
separate utiHty such as creating a globally-imique identifier to represent the transfer. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Note. No telephone communication was made because the requirement for this 
restriction is complex and the examiner knows fi"om past experience that an election will not be 
made by telephone (see MPEP §812.01).
